It is not » question 
‘of additional subsidies to any of the other 
Provinces, tecause the arrangement with 
them is not under consideration. It is, 
simply and solely, whether the Local services 
of Nova Scoua were fairly provided for by 
the Act of 1867, and if not, whether they 
shall be fairly provided for by an Act in 
1869. 








The agitators of sectional diferences will, 
ofcourse, put © different face upon it, but 
the common sense of the country will not be 
minled by their ravings.
